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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is responsive to the amendment received on 01/08/2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Claim 6, line 3: "the deformer roll" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Baker et al. (US 
5,471,817). 

• With respect to claim 1, Baker discloses a method of packaging air bag according 
to the embodiment of FIGS. 40-47 that meets all of applicant's claimed subject 
matter; in particular, the method of Baker comprises the steps of: folding the air 
bag (202) into a roll (210) by rotating clamp members (207 & 208) of a clamp 
assembly (205) (FIGS. 40), deforming the roll (210) around an outer blade (218) 
by moving the outer blade (218) toward a retainer (203) to form a bubble fold 
(225) and pivoting a fold plate (228) upwardly against the bubble fold (225) to 
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form a substantially "C" shape region around the outer blade (218) (FIGS. 45 A & 
45B), and packaging the deform roll in a retainer (203) (FIG. 47). 

• With respect to claim 2, the roll (210) is also deformed between an inner blade 
(217) and the outer blade (218) such that the roll (210) has a plurality of 
substantially "C" shape regions (FIG. 4 IB). 

• With respect to claims 3 & 4, the blade (218) is urged to contact the exterior of 
the roll (210) and the roll (210) is deformed at least by the outer blade (218) and 
the fold plate (228). 

• With respect to claim 5, the outer blade (2 1 8) is considered to be equivalent to the 
claimed rod or axle. 

• With respect to claim 6, the outer blade (2 1 8) is in contact with the roll (2 1 0) 
during the packaging step and are later withdrawn from the roll (FIGS. 45 A & 
45B). 

• With respect to claims 7 & 8, the outer blade (2 1 8) is in the form of a plate that 
holds and insert the roll into the retainer (203) and the outer blade is withdrawn 
from the retainer. (FIGS. 45A & 45B). 

• With respect to claim 9, the package of air bag (202) is substantially rectangular 
(FIG. 47) having a longitudinal (vertical) axis. 

• With respect to claim 10, the "C" shape region has a major (vertical) axis that is 
substantially parallel to the longitudinal axis of the rectangular package. 

• With respect to claim 1 1 , the "C" shape region has a major (horizontal) axis that 
is substantially perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the rectangular package. 
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• With respect to claim 12, the retainer (203) is considered to be a wrapper and the 
method of Baker includes the step of wrapping the wrapper (62) around the roll. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-12 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
